Dozens of other examples 
can be given, but these give an idea of what 
reciprocity with Brazil is. It may be summed 
up by saying that it promises to open up a 
tratle which heretofore has not been profitable 
to the United States. 
Importance of the Arrangement. 

Some idea of the far reaching importance 
of this reciprocal agreement may be gathered 
from the estimates which have been made of 


‘the increased trade which will result. At 


present the United States pays to Brazil an- 
nually about $65,000,000, while it only receives 


$9,000,000 in return. It is expected that in 


three years Brazil will pay the United States 
in return for our manu end products 
at least. $25,000,000, which amount will be dis- 
tributed through every section of the country. 
The reduction of 25 per cent relates mostly 
to articles in the manufacture of which Europe 
competes with this country. The tariff will 
be lowered in our favor to an extent which 
will make it more profitable for Brazilians to 
import goods from this’ country than from 
Europe. This discrimination is to be shown, 
of course, only to the United States, the tariff 
on European articles remaining unchanged. 
The agreement has been arranged under the 
limited powers cotiveyed in the Aldrich recip- 
rocity amendment to the McKinley Tariff 
bill. The opponents of reciprocity were pretty 
sure that nothing could be done under the 
amendment. They ssen to have been mis- 
taken. More than a year ago Brazil wanted 
to negotitate a treaty with the United States 
and its delegates to the Pan-American con- 
ference were empowered to make the arrange- 
ment. The change from tho monarchy to the 
Republic interfered somewhat with the plans, 
but the hindrance was the tariff legis- 
lation of Congress. Sefior Mendonca, who was 
one of the Brazilian delegates, was a strong 
ad vocate of close trade relations between the 
two countries: A few weeks ago he came 
back to the United States as the Minister from 
Brazil. He brought with him the final draft 
of the agreement. It has been known for 
some time that everything was progressing 
favorably and that the first Pan-American 
treaty to be made would be the Brazilian one. 
The Brazilian treaty ia important not only in 
itself, but as the forerunner of others. Its 
adoption makes it certain that various Latin- 
American countries will be compelled to make 
similar arrangements ot lose their markets in 
the United States, while the effect on the trade 
of European ies will be marked, for

New-Yorkers Hired to Eat Drugs for $5 a 
Week. 

New Toxx, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Usually one 

is ready to go far for a chance to get some- 
thing to eat. Now, however, there is an op- 
portunity for people in good health to make 
$5 a week by merely eating drugs daily for a 
considerable length of time. To be sure, 
most of the drugs one must eat are poisonous 
in their nature, and then again in the selec- 
tion of those who are to eat them medical 
studente receive the first choice. 
. The offer of a weekly salary to persons 
willing to take poison systematically in the 
interest of science is made by Dr. Timothy F. 
Allen, Dean of the New York Homeopathic 
College and Hospital. Dr. Allen believes 
there is a great field for investigation in the 
uses and properties of drugs which are at pres- 
ent little understood by the medical world. 

Already he has had money enough put at his 
disposal to begin the proving of the power of 
drugs in a small way by the employment of a 
number of men and women as provers by 
actual experiments. Later the doctor hopes 
to get money enough to employ still more 
8 and eventually to have a laboratory 

built for him where he can broaden 
of his investi in the same line.

RECIPROCITY WITH BRAZIL. 

The first fruits of the reciprocity policy will 
be plucked soon. The negotiations which 
have been going on for some time between 
Mr. Blaine and the Brazilian Minister at 
Washington, have been ended, and a reciprocity 
treaty between Brazilana the United States 
will be laid immediately before the Senate, 
which will lose no time in: ratifying it. No 
legislation by the House will be needed to 
carry out its provisions, as was the case with 
that Grant treaty with Mexico, the defeat of 
which Mr. Mills regrets now, so that the treat; 
when passed on by the Senate will be a final- 
ity, though it will not go into effect until 
Jan. 1, so as to give Brazil time to make 
necessary preliminary arrangements. 

According to the dispatches Brazil takes off 
—for the United States alone—duties on farm 
products, agricultural machinery, and some 
other articles, and lowers—for this country 
alone—the duties on other manufactures, 
thus giving it an advantage over other na- 
tions. But for ite need of revenue Brazil 
would do even more than it has done. It is 
understood that the reduction in duties on 
American exports will be equivalent to 
$5,000,000 a year, which will increase bya 
much larger sum the consumptive capacity of 
the Brazilian market. It isnot therefore 
making an estravagant estimate to say that 
in three years Brazil will be taking $25,000,000 
worth of goods from the United States where 
it now takes but about $8,000,000. The chief 
beneficiaries will be the Western farmers. 

The Brazilian gain by this treaty will be in 
the impetus given to the cultivation of the 
sugar-cane, The Brazilians will enlarge 
almost immediately their exports of raw sugar 
to this country, aud they hope that in five 
years they can furnish all it needs and thus 
make it independent of Cuba. They will sell 
much more than they have been selling, and 
the repeal of nearly prohibitory duties will 
enable them to cohéume much more than 
they have been domg of articles they need but 
eannot produce. 

Republicans on the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee who have been and are opposed to 
reciprocity should meditate on what that pol- 
icy is accomplishing for their constituents, 
even under the imperfect, faulty Aldrich 
amendment, They may reach the conclusion 
that the wisest thing for them to do is to own 
up like the repentant Mills of Texas that they 
have been wrong, and to promise that they 


| will do all they can to push through before

FALSE STATEMENTS ABOUT THE DRAIN- 
AGE CHANNEL. — 

Mr. Whitehead of Austin, one of the Repre- 
sentatives of Cook County in the General As- 
sembly, appears to be entering on a career of 
pestiferous activity which will not meet 
with the approval of his, constituents. He has 
introduced a resolution calling for a constitu- 
tional convention, somethiug they have not 
asked for and do not want, and it is announced 
that he is going to introduce a bill for the 
total repeal of the Drainage law. This is 
clearly against the interests of his Cicero 
townsfolk, who are making arrangements to 
connect their sewerage system with the pro- 
posed channel, a connection which will be 
worth infinitely more to them than the small 
amount of drainage district taxes they will 
have to pay. 

Mr. Whitehead says he is going to offer this 
bill because Mr. Worthen, Chief Engineer, has 
said the channel would cost $90,000,000. He 
has made no such estimate. He has said that 
the work would cost $24,500,000, and that, too, 
on the assumption that the cut through the 
clay this side of Summit is made eighteen 
feet deep at once, instead of making it four- 
teen, as the law allows, and then deepening it 
to eighteen at some later period. 

This estimate, therefore, is an outside one, 
Can the district afford to spend that much 
money? The best answer to that can be 
found by going back a quarter of a century. 
In 1865 the city was authorized to deepen the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, so that the sew- 
age which had been flowing into the lake and 
poisoning the drinking water might flow off 
southwestward by gravity. The cost of that 
work was $38,500,000. The money was raised 
by selling 7 per cent bonds a little below par. 
The yearly interest charge on those bonds was 
$245,000. The population at that time was a 
little under 200,000, The interest charge per 
capita, therefore, at the time when the city 
began on what seemed then a big undertaking 
was about $1.25. 

Rates of mterest have dropped since 1865. 
The city or the drainage district can get what 
it needs now for 4 per cent. Suppose that the 
latter should issue $25,000,000 in bonds sold at 
par or above to raise the money to cut the big 
channel, The yearly interest charge would 
be $1,000,000. But the population is 1,200,- 
000, so the annual interest bill per head 
would be but a shadow over 80 cents. For 
while the gross interest charge of 1891 would 
be four times that of 1865, the population is 
six times as great. If the little city of a quar- 
ter of a century ago could enter boldly on a 
work which required each of its citizens to 
pay $1.25 a year shall the metropolis of today, 
the second eity in the country, shrink back 
from an enterprise which will call on each of 
its citizens for only 80 cents a year? 

It was fortunate that the city had the cour- 
age to make the deep cut of 1865. But for 
that it would have been smothered long ago in 
its own filth.

THEY LACK THE STUFF TO BUY MONEY 
WITH. 7 


The current agitation for artificial methods 
of irrigating the farm lands of the semi-arid 
regions to compensate for the lack of sufficient 
rainfall shows what is the matter with the 
farmers in the western portions of the Dako- 
tas, Nebraska, Kansas, Texas, and Oklahoma 
Territory. They have not had enough water 
to enable them to raise any other than poor 
crops. They have settled in a part of the 
country where humidity is deficient, where 


the average rainfall is too scanty for purposes 


of agriculture, and by reason of crop failure 
they are poor and in distress. They have had 
little or nothing to sell. They bave borrowed 
largely and can pay neither interest nor prin- 
cipal. Instead of wanting cheap money with 
which to buy goods and pay debts their real 
need is farm produce with which to buy 


money. 

If they had wheat, corn, or oats, hogs, 
cattle, or sheep, butter, cheese, or poultry, or 
other produce to sell they could always get 
the money for it at market rates by carrying 
it to the nearest railroad station. Butif they 
went there with empty wagons they would 
have their journey for their pains. The 
produce will always bring cash at the market 
price or its equivalent in store goods, and at 
no time during the money stringency in the 
cities last fall was there a lack of cash at in- 
terior railroad towns with which to pay good 
prices for all the farmers offered for sale. 
And the same thing is true now. Money was 
scarce then only to the folks who wanted to 
borrow it on securities the value of which was 
in doubt owing to the shrinkage then in prog- 
ress in speculative properties and in semi-arid 
farm land. But there was no lack of money 
to buy from the farmer the foodstuffs needed 
by the people of this and other countries, But 
the farmers were short of the stuff with which 
to buy the money. Hence the howling for 
fiat shinplasters which cost nothing—because 


they are worth nothing, 


LIMITING INTEREST RATES. 

Senator Caldwell of Sangamon County has bid 
for and probably gained a little cheap notoriety 
by introducing a bill to lower the rates of in- 
terest; and the Senate Committee on Banks 
and Banking indofses the bill, with a 
recommendation for its passage. He aims 
to reduce them by 1 per cent, making 
the legal rate 5, and the maximum 7 
per cent. So far as the proposed en- 
actment would apply to judgments obtained 
in the courts and in the absence of 
agreements it would be effective, but other- 
wise of no more avail than the old woman’s 
attempt to sweep back the ocean tide witha 
broom. The Senate and the House might 
just as well enact that Lake Michigan 
shall never again rise above city datum 
as to order that not more than a cer 
tain rate shall be paid for the use of money 
by a borrower. A law providing that the 
rental on a piece of property should never 
exceed a named per cent on its first cost could 
be enforced as easily as one limiting the rate 
of interest for money. That is to say, neither 
could be entorced at all. 

The use of money, like that of all other 
forms of accumulated capital and the labor 
that produces them, is worth more or less ac- 
cording to the supply in proportion to the de- 
mand for it. When in greater abundance 
than wanted the market price sinks, as inter- 
est rates did a year or more ago, when any- 
body who could give good security for the re- 
payment of money was able to obtain it 
cheaply. If houses to rent are more plentiful 
than tenants seeking residences rents de- 
cline under the competition of house-owners. 
If a hundred men want to work at 
a job that can only afford employment for 
eighty, and no other work is in in sight for the 
other twenty, the competition of labor will 
generally reduce wages. The contrary hap- 
pens when the supply of the thing wanted is 
barely equal to the demand or considerably 
less. Money was scarce in Wall street last 
fall, in consequence of the panic, and some 


borrowers paid at the rate of over a quarter per | 


cent a day for the use of large sums fora 
short time and found it better to do that than 
to suffer the loss which would have ensued had 
they not borrowed. A good many men paid 
10 per cent within a few months for the 
use of money in this city who a year 
préviously could have got it for 6, and 
are accommodated now at 7 per cent. 
If last November a law had been enforced in 
Chicago forbidding the payment of more than 
the present legal rate of interest many a man 
would have been bankrupted who is now,” all 
right. The money would have been locked 
up or gone elsewhere during that period of 
lack of confidence for more profitable em- 
ployment than permitted here. The farmer 
or merchant in any part of the State who 
wishes for accommodation at a less rate than 
the use of the capital is worth in other places 
simply cannot get it any more than he could 
buy ahog or horse for three-fourths of the 
price a neighbor was willing to pay for the 
animal. 

Senator Caldwell must be aware of all this. 
He is a banker, whose business it is to lend 
money, and charge for its use in proportion to 
the cost and trouble of the operation and the 
risk of loss. That astute financier knows per- 
fectly well that the effect of such 4 limitation 
must be to limit the amount borrowed by in- 
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an Illinois bo: rower 1 percent less than he could 
obtain in another State, unless by making a 
corresponding discount from the sum named 
in the instrument. One may fancy the sar- 
donic feeling in the breast of the banker while | 
the face of the same man as Setiator was 
wreathed with smiling approval of the bill in 
deference to the supposed wishes of his con- 
stituents. But it is not equally possible to 
think of Banker Caldwell lending his money 
to Illinois borrowers at 1 per cent less than he 
could get for its use by loaning it in some 
other State. In the language of a lawyer, 
“that is not a supposable case.” If the bill 


should become a law as & Consequence of the 


efforts of Senator Caldwell and his mistaken 
associates it will be interesting to watch 
Banker Caldwell and see how disappointed 
those will be who expect to do business with 
him on better terms than before this claptrap 
measure was placed on the statute books. 

The statistics of mortgage indebtedness in 
Illinois, compiled by the State Bureau of

interest on lands for the State at large was 
9 per cent in 1870, against 73-5 in 1880 
and 6 9-10 in 1887. The average on chat- 
tel mortgages was 9810 for 1870 and 
7 8.10 for 1887. The rate is being slowly re- 
duced from year to year, but subject to minor 
fluctuations, and but for the panic stringency 
of last autumn it probably would now 
be lower than at any other time in many years 
past. The best way of returning to an easy 
money market, on which an honest borrower 
can obtain accommodation at moderate rates of 


| interest, is to drop all attempts at limiting 


arbitrarily lending values. Such follies 
only tend to make vapitaliets timid and lend- 
ing capital scarce. Hence they react upon the 
people whom it was sought to benefit and 
bring round the evil it was intended to avoid. 
But that is the penalty the people must pay 
for electing quacks todo the work of econo- 
mists.
